The Pleasure Gardens of the 
Copenhagen Exhibition, like those of the Anglo- 
Danish Exhibition in London, are keenly appre- 
ciated by the Danes. Electricity is the illumin- 
ating power.

The Copenhagen Exhibition constitutes the 
principal attraction of the present season, con- 
sisting, as it does, of an exhaustive display of 
the manufactures, arts, and agriculture of the 
three sister countries of Denmark, No , and 
Sweden, enriched by valuable loans from abroad. 
Of these latter, England sends a large and costly 
collection of Scandinavian objects from the 
South Kensington Museum. Similar loans have 
been received from Germany and Russia; while 
France has shown her sympathy by contributing 
a unique collection of pictures, statues, and 
other art objects of exceptional interest and 
beauty. 

An unusual number of fétes have been organ- 
ised for the summer months, King Christian 
leading the way with a sumptuous Court enter- 
tainment given to the Foreign Commissioners. 


THE EDGWARE-ROAD FIRE. 
We trust the sadly fatal fire which occurred on 
the morning of the Derby Day, in the Edgware- 
road—the fearful conflagration our Artist illus- 
trates—will stimulate Captain Shaw to keepall our 
gallant London firemen on the alert, so that repre- 
hensible delay in the bringing of a fire-escape 
may in the future be avoided in any fire. This 
terrible fire broke out in broad daylight, and 
shortly before the hour when business operations 
would be going on, and unfortunately five women 
were burnt to death and several injured in 
attempting to make good their escape. The 
scene of this disaster was the extensive 
premises of 

MESSRS. E. AND R. GARROULD, 

silk mercers and general milliners and drapers, 
who carry on business at Nos. 150 to 158, 
Edgware-road, and whose premises also occupy 
frontages in the adjoining Queen-street. The 
premises were closed in the ordinary way at 
eleven o’clock on the Tuesday night, when some 
twenty-five young women engaged in the estab- 
lishment retired to rest in the upper floors of the 
Edgware-road building, while the servants and 
the housekeeper slept in the Queen-street part 
of the premises, and over two dozen employés 
slept in a separate buiiding in Edgware-road. 
At a little after six o’clock the cook rose, and a 
very few minutes afterwards there was an

in one of the three comparatively small shops in 
Queen-street. It is necessary to explain that 
the entire premises were in communication 
throughout, and that a large staircase led from 
the Queen-street premises to the upper floors 
of the Edgware-road building. One of the first

GEORGE ELLIOTT, 

who slept in the building where the outbreak 
firs& made its ap nce, and who found his 
means of exit partly cut off by the heat of the 
flames. He rushed into the area and called 
loudiy for help. His cries were heard by a 
coffeestall-keeper close by, and in а few seconds 
attracted the attention of the e. The man 
was released, and then not a second was lost in 
raising the alarm. In two minutes, however, the 
scene, upon which the sun was actually shining, 
became a remarkable and very exciting one. The 
fire had run up the staircase of which mention 
has been made, and the smoke and the cracklin 
of wood had together sufficed to arouse some o 
the young women sleeping in front. In a short 
time loud screams to be heard from within. 
The windows in the front were thrown up, and the 
affrighted оте loudly screamed to those below

partially dressed, in a state of great excitement 
and with very little presence of mind. The head 
dressmaker, a French lady, however, used most 
strenuous efforts to allay the extreme fright of 
the unfortunate creatures, and with praiseworthy 
presence of mind led them down a staircase by 
which many of them were brought to the back 
windows looking out on to the leads at the rear 
of the building. 
MDLLE. ELISE CHUARD, 

the principal dressmaker in question, thus clearly 
described her commendable presence of mind at 
this juncture whilst under examination at the 
inquest:— 

I have been with the firm eight years, and had several 
ladies—about sixty during the season—under me. Only a 
few slept on the premises. The factory inspector visited us, 
On the morning of the fire, at half-past six o'clock, I was 
awakened "o tremendous crash of glass. I occupied a 
room at the back, in the top of 154. 4 young lady in my 
bed-room asked what it was, and on looking out through 
the blind I saw nothing. Then I heard a crackling, and 
opened the door, but was аб once obliged to close it again on 
account of the smoke. I rushed back to the window, and 
saw black smoke coming from the windows on the right. 


Then I managed to get to the front room, and found. 


there four young ladies, whom І asked to follow me. We 
went downstairs, but we were unable to pass on account of 
the smoke. I took them back to the front room, and then 
went downstairs, covering my face as I went. Then I 
rushed back and told them to make another effort. They 
did so. One wanted to go back for her watch, but I would 
not let her. We got downstairs into the young man’s bed- 
room, from there to the work-room, and thence on to the 
leads, from which we were rescued. I have often told the 
young ladies that this was the only way we could be 
rescued in case of fire. I had often thought of the con- 
tingency of fires. There were nine of us rescued. 

he Coroner (to the Jury).—I promise to bring the con- 
duct of this young lady before the Society for the Protection 
of Life from Fire. 

The alarm of Fire“ meanwhile had spread in 
theneighbourhood, and many willing hands came 
to their aid, among them being a gang of painters 
who had just begun work close by.

The first thing he saw 
was a young lady with her arms and hands 
scorched trying to remove the bars from the 
window in order to jump out. Mr. Stevenson 
succeeded in pulling the bars off and assisted 
her out. 

A LABOURER NAMED DAVID BUCHANAN 


placed a ladder against one of the windows; but 
finding it too short, managed to climb up to 
the window-sill, from which, by an exertion of 
extraordinary physical strength, he was enabled 
to bring down one of the young women to the 
ladder, and thus secure her safety. One young 
woman, Alice Buttifant, jumped from the rear 
of the premises, through a skylight, and sus- 
tained very serious injuries, having cut her legs 
dangerously and injured her kneecap, besides 
suffering severe burns. She was instantly taken 
to St. Mary’s Hospital. Four other patients were 
taken to the hospital and placed under the care 
of Dr. Harvey Norton, the house-surgeon. One 
was Anne Webb, aged twenty-five, who sus- 
tained injuries to her back through jumping out 
of a window on to а tarpaulin which was spread 
to receive her. Another was Jane Louisa 
Fletcher, aged thirty, who was seriously burnt; 
and the third, Jane Bowie, aged thirty, who was 
also badly burnt. 
By this time the fire engines had arrived and 
to play upon the burning building.

THE CLAN-NA-GAEL 
CONSPIRACY. 


It is stated that John S. Walsh, 
whose presence in Paris was announced 
afew weeks ago, has been since then 
under close observation by the police, 
and finding, after an interview with an 
agent of Scotland-yard, how tho- 
roughly they were acquainted with 
him and his doings, he at once aban- 
doned his mission, and took passage 
for New York under the name of 
Walters, in the steam-ship Normandie, 
which sailed from Havrelast Saturday. 
It is stated that this man was one of the 
salaried organisers of the Land League 
until January, 1883, when he fled to 
escape arrest for the Phoenix Park 
murders. The new plot of which he 
was chief agent is alleged to have been 
hatched in concert with Thomas 
Brennon, ex-Secretary to the League, 
and certain of the Clan-na- Gael 
leaders in America. Brennon now 
lives in Omaha, Nebraska, not far from 
Lincoln, in the same State which is at 
present the home of Patrick Egan, 
principal Treasurer of the Land 
League. Although ostensibly а 
mere labourer, employed in a navy 
yard of New York, Walsh repre- 
sented that his visit to Europe was a 
pleasure trip; but he has been receiving 
considerable sums of money, and only 
last week he showed a Scotland-yard 
officer three £20 Bank of England notes 
which had just reached him from a 
man named John Groves, known as a 
prominent member of the Clan-na- 
Gael. The man Groves also lives at 
Omaha, and is a friend and ally of 
Brennon. Associated with Walsh was 
another American named Joseph 
Patrick M‘Kenna. This man has been 
living in a hotel in Paris as John 
Sylvestre. Не is, it appears, officially 
connected with Lodge a6 of the Olan- 
na-Gaelin Chicago. Не has returned 
to New York in the same steamer as 
Walsh. Each travelled from Paris to 
Havre in a separate compartment in 
company of a detective officer, who 
escorted them to the steamer.
